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NO NOMINEE—LO WDEN LEADS 


HARDING MEN SAY WILL HAVE VOTES ENOUGH 
TO NOMINATE OHIOAN WHEN THE BIG 
CONVENTION REASSEMBLES.

COLISEUM, CHICAGO, June 12.— Reaching into its fifth ballot today 
In search of a nom inee for the presidency, the republican national con­ 
vention was prepared to have some further tests of strength between Low­ 
den, W ood and Johnson, and then if necessary turn to the string of dark 
horses. The all night conferences am ong leaders had put Senator Harding 
of Ohio at the head of the dark horse group. 
All night long, and early 
into the morning the heads of various groups were conferring and the 
trend of most of the conferences seemed to be to find some way to turn 
Wood and Lowden strength to Harding. 
The leaders worn and sleepless were late in reaching convention halls, 
but the delegates with the interest raised to fever heat came early hoping 
to see the thing finished, th a t they might get away for home today. 
Wood, Lowden and Johnson forces were attem pting to tighten lines 
and both the Wood and Lowden groups were predicting they would show 
g reater strength on the opening ballot today than they did on the closing 
ballot yesterday. 
J u s t before the convention assembled the New York delegates cau­ 
cused, trying to put forth its strength. 
Both Wood and Lowden were 
claiming accession from that quarter.

May Turn to Harding 
CHICAGO, Ju n e 12.— Harding of Ohio emerged today from all night 
conferences of republican chieftains as the man with whom they hoped 
t% break the eminent deadlock of the presidential national nomination. 
On him they plan to concentrate their strength, should the convention 
fail to break through the blockade established yesterday with four bal­ 
lots. 
Senator Harding participated in the convention. 
He also saw Sena­ 
tor Johnson in the latte r’s private ap artm en t and described his visit as a 
convention call. 
Details of the meeting were not disclosed. 
The largest block of votes, it was thought, could be obtained by 
Harding, bosses of the movement said were in the New York delegation 
Sixty New York delegates, it was said at one conference, could b e ' swung 
to H arding at any time. 
Opponents of the H arding plans declared thev 
would fight it to a finish in a caucus of the New York delegation today.

CONVENTION ADJOURNS UNTIL 4 P. M.—EIGHT 
BALLOTS HAVE BEEN TAKEN—GENERAL 
WOOD IS WEAKENING IN FINISH.

CHICAGO, June 12.—At the end of the eighth ballot 
at the republican national convention today, just as a 
tide was rising throughout the hall a recess was taken 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
At the first, Harding 
managers, former Governor Willis of Ohio, and Myron 
T .Herrick, protested against the recess, but after a plat­ 
form conference agreed to it, and on leaving the con­ 
ference Willis said: 
“It will be Harding as soon as we come back.” 
Just before the recess Missouri attempted to change 
votes to throw all 36 to Harding, but delayed and at the 
same time it became known that accession to the Hard­ 
ing candidacy were about to come from Kansas, 
The 
close of the eighth ballot showed Wood 299, Lowden 307, 
Harding 133 1-2, Sproul 75 1-2, Coolidge 30, LaFollette 
24, Hoover 5, Butler 2, Dupont 3, Knox I, Kellogg I. 
As on the sixth ballot there was no nomination. 
In 
the seventh Michigan responded 30 for Johnson, accord­ 
ing to the seventh call, but another poll was demanded. 
Pennsylvania continued to stand pat on Sproul, amid 
the cheering of their delegates. 
Olathe seventh ballot 
the Lowden and W ood positions were scarcely changed, 
while Senator Harding made all the gain, carrying him 
past the IOO mark. The official count stood: 
W ood 312, Lowden 311 1-2, Johnson 99 1-2, Harding 
105, Sproul 76, Coolidge 28, Hoover 4, Butler 2, Knox I, 
Kellogg I, Poindexter 15, Dupont 3, LaFollette 24, and 
Ward I. 
On the eighth ballot, Michigan broke again as Low- 
den’s vote appeared. 
At the time Charles B. Warren, 
former national committeeman from Michigan was con­ 
ferring with the New York delegation and Lowden ac­ 
cessions were expected. * 
Wyoming cast her entire six votes for Harding on 
the eighth, that took three from Wood and two from 
Lowden. 


Because of the size of the Coliseum at Chicago, used for the Republican convention, and the babble of 
voices from over 12,000 delegates, it Is impossible for an orator, however powerful his lungs may be, to 
make himself heard beyond the first few rows of the auditorium. 
To overcome this experts on acoustics 
worked for days in the hall to perfect s device which conveys the speaker's words to mil corners of the room. 
The device consists of s huge metal megaphone inverted over the speaker's place. This carries the sound 
upward to the small ends of long wooden megaphones hung horizontally and pointed to different parts of the 
auditorium. These wooden megaphones are approximately twenty-five feet long.

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The crop report for Oklahoma, is­ 
sued by the bureau of crop esti­ 
mates in co-operation with the state 
board of agriculture, reports that 
the conditon of cotton as of May 
25 was 70 per cent of normal, com­ 
pared with 65 per cent at the same 
time last year. Notwithstanding, the 
yield averaged 195 pounds lint per 
acre 
and 
the 
production 
totalled 
984,111 bales. The 
year 1914 also 
started out with a low condition 
figure— 68 per cent— yet averaged 
212 lbs. of lint, with a production, 
the greatest in the state, of 1,262,- 
000 bales. The cotton acreage since 
statehood has averaged approximate­ 
ly 
2,500,000 
acres, 
making the 
past season somewhat 
less than an 
average year. The years 1911 and 
1913 were those of greatest acre­ 
age harvested, both slightly exceed­ 
ing the 3,000,000 mark. It would 
therefore 
require 
an 
increase 
of 
20 per cent over last year’s acreage 
picked to equal the big years. This 
year, as last, the month of May was 
one of excessive rainfall, necessi­ 
tating 
the 
replanting of 
a large 
acreage of the cotton crop. On May 
25, 1919, three-fourths of the crop 
had been planted of which less than 
half was up; this year 80 per cent 
had been planted .and 45 per cent 
was up. Fully 40 per cent had to 
be replanted. As was the case last 
year, the crop is between two and 
three weeks late due to excessive 
rains and unusually low tem pera­ 
tures 
which 
rotted 
much 
of 
the 
seed or covered it so deeply that 
it could not come up. That part of 
the crop which was up before the 
rains 
during 
the 
middle 
of 
the 
month was not greatly injured, tak­ 
ing the crop as a whole. Much of 
the seed 
planted was not 
up to 
standard, particularly that 
used for 
replanting. Many farmers have been 
compelled to replant two times be­ 
fore securing a satisfactory stand; 
some became discouraged and plant­ 
ed corn, sorghums, cowpeas or pea­ 
nuts instead 
of 
replanting with 
cotton. 
The production of winter wheat 
will approximate 35,000,000 bush­ 
els providing no untoward 
condi­ 
tions intervene. It has seldom hap­ 
pened in the state that a wheat crop 
has entered the winter in but a fair 
condition, 
as 
happened 
with 
the 
present crop, and made the wonder­ 
ful improvement witnessed late this 
spring. From a condition figure on 
May I of 77 per cent, which fore­ 
cast only about 27,000,000 bushels, 
the crop has developed under the 
favorable growing conditions until I 
on June I, with condition 83 per 
cent of normal, indications point to 
a production hut 17,000.000 bushels j 
less than last year’s record crop, j 
While the acreage to be harvested 
is comparable with that in 
1914 
when 2,525,000 acres were cut, the; 
yield p^r acre will not be 
so great. 
In 1914, as in 1897 and 1900, the 
average yield of wheat per acre in 
Oklahoma was 19 bushels; the near-; 
est aproach to this was 16.3 bushels 
in 1910. Last year’s average was 
14 bushels. There are few reports of 
damage this year of smut or rust, j 
Farm ers are making an effort to j 
provide storage for the crop now a1-!

BALLOTS HAVE BEEN TAKEN—GENERAL 


WOOD IS WEAKENING fN FINISH. 


W ARREN G. HARDING 


By th e Associated Press 
CHICAGO, June 12.—At the end of the eighth ballot 
at the republican national convention today, just as a 
tide was rising throughout the hall a recess was taken 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
At the first, Harding 
managers, former Governor Willis of Ohio, and Myron 
T .Herrick, protested against the recess, but after a plat­ 
form conference agreed to it, and on leaving the con­ 
ference Willis said: 
“It will be Harding as soon as we come back.” 
Just before tile recess Missouri attempted to change 
votes to throw all 36 to Harding, but delayed and at the 
same time it became known that accession to the Hard­ 
ing candidacy were about to come from Kansas. 
The 
close of the eighth ballot showed Wood 299, Lowden 307, 
Harding 133 1-2, Sproul 75 1-2, Coolidge 30, LaFollette 
24, Hoover 5, Butler 2, Dupont 3, Knox I, Kellogg I. 
As on the sixth ballot there was no nomination. 
In 
the seventh Michigan responded 30 for Johnson, accord­ 
ing to the seventh call, but another poll was demanded. 
Pennsylvania continued to stand pat on Sproul, amid 
the cheering of their delegates. 
On the seventh ballot 
the Lowden and Wood positions were scarcely changed, 
while Senator Harding made all the gain, carrying him 
past the IOO mark. The official count stood: 
Wood 312, Lowden 311 1-2, Johnson 99 1-2, Harding 
105, Sproul 76, Coolidge 28, Hoover 4, Butler 2, Knox I, 
Kellogg I, Poindexter 15, Dupont 3, LaFollette 24, and 
Ward I. 
On the eighth ballot, Michigan broke again as Low - 
den’s vote appeared. 
At the time Charles B. W arren, 
former national committeeman from Michigan was con­ 
ferring with the New York delegation and Lowden ac­ 
cessions were expected. 
Wyoming cast her entire six votes for Harding on 
the eighth, that took three from Wood and twTo from 
Lowden.
